Royal, which, we are under the impressjon 
hase branch here. It seemed a question 
whetler the damage by this explosion come 
undet the policies, when the Directors of the 
loyal, like wise men, assumed the losses 80 
occasioned, voluntarily, and were going to 
pay them, when they encountered a foe little 
anticipated, A contankerous shareholder ap- 
plied to. the Court of Chancery to restrain the 
payment, on the ground that the policies did 
not embrace the risk. The Directors rebutted 
successfully’ this application on the ground 
that, being entrusted with the management, 
they had “a right to set a sprat to catch a 
mackerel: The werits of the claims were not 
gone into further than that Vicé Chancellor 
‘Wood clearly indicated that -he thought the 


4 policy covered the risk of explosion. 


It is.a pleasare to find such sentiments pre- 
vailing in a lending Tosurance office, and we 
hope that our own local Marine offices -will 
take heed by the lesson. A: policy should he 
a lerter of indemnity, ‘and if. the holder has 
good ieason to believe himself indemnified, be

| Vi1ie~there may be in distant colonies, men. 


like Colonel Caine and his friend Mr. Mercer, 
who have neither principles nor politics, and 
who are’always too glad to prostrate them- 
selves before the party in office. This aggra- 
vates the evil, inastnuch as it reduces the ser- 
vice to's coterie of placa hunters, who are all 
bent on a common object, and who necessarily 
become bound to each other by.a code of 
honor, precisely analogous to that which binds 
rogues,—we bad very nearly enid, other to- 
gues. Consequently as-falsehoads, deception, 
and.concealment are practised on the public, 
and-on HH. M. Govefnment too, each fuuctionary. 
falls into thé power of the othur, until the evils 
of nepolitism ara realised, and ait is malad- 
ministration, corruption and misconduct, 
But, our readers may say-—the Palmerston 
‘Ministry have not besn in quite sa long as 
that, and iz must be that somo of tha nomi- 
noon of the conservatives still bold office here. 


‘That is very true, but in the explanation of 
this objection lies the-very kernel of: the evil. 
Tho majority being whig nominees, or time 
servers of the Caine-—Mercer class, ‘Gombine 
to exert all the influence possible in Downing 
Street, and as small colonies are managed by: 
under-seoretaries,. onr" local , functionaries ma- 
nage in course of a little time to have ‘it all 
their own way.. So that should there be an 
unfortunate nominee of the. conservatives 
amongst them, -he stands no chance, and must 
aither be silent or expect all that potty tyranny 
can inflict; in short he is viewed “as a spy—— 
everything he may do is attributed to part- 
isanship; he is slandered behind bis back. nnder- 
hand schemes are resorted to for the purpose 
of entrapping him, and ‘no opportunity is lost 
of stabbing bim inthe dark by writing pri- 
vata notas to Downing Street against bin. 

Webelievethatws have correctly delineated 
the systein of affairs which has for some time 

overned here, and our recital should bring a 
flush of shame to every Englishman's ‘cheek. 
‘What. annoys and puzzles us is to see the non- 
official members of ‘the Legislative Gouncil 
succumb to such.a ‘coterie, as W6 have des- 
cribed. What have they to” fear from the 
member for Cork, -or “ny other. political 
trader? Why should they eringe to the pow- 
ers of nepotism 2? Why should they'say Amen 
to all that the Governor ‘says or does; when 
their consciences must tell, them that thay: are 
abandoning their especial duty to misguided 
notions of conventionality? Their ‘conduct 
amazes us and really they make a nickname of 
the.appollative honorabce, to which they are 
locally entitled: 

Once let the Conservatives take office, and 
we shall soon see very different state of 
things, The conservative pominees in our 
civil service, knowing that their friends ‘are 
at Court, will speak out fearlessly, and 
will be released from the sneaking espionage, 
the cowardly bullying, the raffianly slander 
to which they may now-be subject. The 
schemes of’ the place-hunting coterie would be 
scotched, and if retribution did not follow, 
most assuredly corruption would tewporarily 
cease. 

‘Than no longer would Ue concealed from 
this community the true position of their own 
affairs. The report -of the sanatary commis- 
sion, now so carefully concealed. would be 
published. The . report of. the committee 
which sat on the Gaol abuses, would then 
sve tha daylight. We should know a little 
more about the fearful mortality. which oc- 
curred last year on bonid the convict bulk 
than is contained in the sophistry of an obse- 
quious and terrified Colonial Surgeon, Some 
little explanution would be: vouchsafed to the 
public as to thé cause of an error of $150,000 
inthe anaual: statement of revenue and ex- 
penditure published with the requisite official 
signatures appended: in the. Goverameat Ga- 
zotte, A‘ little: insight might be thrown on 
the gas job, and some explanation afforded 
as to the reason. why the gas lamps-are being 
placed in such convenient proximity to cer- 
tain private residences of officials. 

Nor wonld the advantages.of a changé be 
confined ta’ Colonies—the Consular service 
would come under its salutary influence. . We 
should no longer hear of a elerk in a corsu- 
late being the editor of a paper. We should 
no longer hear of consular interpreters stipi- 
ilating for commission for themselves on the 
lsale of steumers—the questionable land tran- 
sactions whieb ave now giving rise to so. much 
senndal, would havo to be explained. We 
should no longer hear of Consular officers 
undertaking to recover litigated claims at 50 
percent! -Ner of such functionaries lopping 
off 10 pei cent for themselves of the money 
paid in to liquidate claims. Such things, if 
report speaks true, are test becoming the o: 
dey of the day, and they must be put a stop to. 

‘And now we learn, that three government 


Turner,-—tbat is, the Chisf Megist 
Registrar of the Court, and the Fgistrar 
General, are appointed as a commission to en- 

wire into the late convict stewpede! Why 
the proceeding is a sad farce. Their report 
will beentirely guided by the wishes and views 
of the Governor.

"We find the following in the Shanghai Daily 
Shipping List of the 23 ulto. recaived per 
Pembroke. 


A correspondent writing from Gordon’s-head~ 
quarters, on the way to Obanchow. mentiong that 
the slaugbter among the rebels, after the captere 
of Awo-seo, which we recorded in our paper. of 
the 16th inst, was terrible. Upwards of 9,000 
were token prigoners; and of these, it is estimated 
that 8,000 were killed or drowned, principally by. 
the Ymperialista. ‘They were ‘all old rebels and 
riebly derorved their fate: for the disbolical-cracl~ 
ties they had practised during their present raid. 
In one villoge only, eighty inhabitants were but- 
chered—beoanue they’ bad pulled away wooden 
bridges which the rebels bappened to require, 
During tho pursuit, the bodiés of villagers, whose 
throats had beon éut because they were unable 
to keep up with their captors, were foutid at fre- 
quent intervals, . The villagers followed up tbe 
Tmperiulist troops and ferretted out rebals who 
bad escaped notice by hiding, stripped them aind 
bambooed them, after which. they wore allowed 
to go free. Qutside the. north and east gates of 
Chang-chow. about half .o mile from tho city, aro 
ranges of huts, amidst which, seeking what they 


of. gaunt, wretched people, dying of hunger and 
disease, horrible snd loathsome to look ixpon. 
The living are too weak. and indifferent to bury 
the dead, the bodies remain where they falland 
decompore in the raada unless euten by the dogs. 
We cannot describe the horrors that meet the oye 
atevery step, better than by quoting the words 
of our carrespondent. . : 
“It is horrible to relate, itis horrible to wit- 
ess. Toread\that people are eating human Sesh, 
ie one.thing ; to.see the bodies from which: that 
fiesh has been ‘cutis another. No one.can ent a 
meal here without certain degree of loathing. 
‘The poor wretches bave a wolfish look about them 
that is indescribable, and they haunt one's boat 
in shoals. in the hope of gettingsome scraps of 
food; their lamentations and moans completely 
take away any appetite which the horrors one 
Has: witnessed might have left one. I ought 
to be tolerably callous by this time; -butno ane 
could witness, unmoved, such ‘scenes 22 these.” 
Our correspondent conclude’, by expressing on 
earnest hope chat the merchanteof- Shanghai will 
send some rice to. relieve the starving inhabitants, 
aud palliste, to some extent, their misery, . As 
they are literally starving and living on human 
flesh, no desctiption of food can be too inferior.
